The Closing of an Era. 
The death of Mr. Sumner reminds us 
of the havoc that has been made in 
the ranks of those who stood forward 
as'the champions of the Union in the 
hour of its supreme struggle. It was 
but little more than a dozen years ago, 
and yet a majority of the best known 
have disappeared. Take Lincoln’s 
first administration, for instance; 
seven of its members are gone, viz.: 
Lincoln himself; Seward, his Secretary 
of State; Chase and Fessenden, both 
of his Secretaries of the Treasury; 
Stanton, Secretary of War; Caleb B. 
.Smith, Secretary of the Interior; and 
Edward Bates, Attorney-General. Be­ 
sides these may be mentioned as 
among the representative and potent 
men of that era, now no more, Thad- 
deus Stevens, John P. Hale, Horace 
Greeley, and John A. Andrew. None 
of these fell in battle, though the war 
may have shortened their lives. Great 
crises are devouring in their nature; if 
meu live fast in them they also die 
ftist. In a few years it is only here 
and there that 1 lie rising generation 
will be pointed to some spared monu­ 
ment of the second revolutionary age 
in the history of the republic. Let 
them be treated with the consideration 
due to the magnitude of the cause they 
upheld, wherein their fidelity must 
tell upon all our lives like the very 
sunlight and air of heaven. The era, 
too, of which they formed a part, is 
closed. No portentious cancer re­ 
mains to be cut out of the nation’s 
heart; the Union is re-established on 
imperishable foundations, if only we 
keep it there. Henceforth we are to 
be concerned, apparently, only with 
small matters in comparison—with 
measures of finance, of domestic pol­ 
icy, of civil service system, and just 
administration. And yet, in this 
humbler plane of duties there is no 
better example left to us than that of 
Charles Sumner. The same lofty con­ 
ceptions of duty, the same constant 
appeal to pure principle, is needed to 
carry the nation through its besetting 
dangers, which are none the less for­ 
midable because they are ordinary and 
unobtrusive in appearance.—[Boston

A Splendid Building. 


The San Francisco Bulletin of the 
20th says: j 
For the past year fchoUalifomia- 
strect public has watched with great 
interest the erection of the new build­ 
ing for the London and San Francisco 
Bank, at the north west corner of 
California and Leidesdort!streets. The 
work is now approaching completion, 
and the hank will iit a day or two take 
possession of its new and splendid 
quarters. The building is constructed 
in the most thorough and careful 
manner, and combines elegance and 
strength in a remarkable degree. The 
lot is fifty-live feet three inches on 
California street, witli a depth on 
Leidesdorff street of ninety-seven feet 
six inches. There are three stories 
only—the principal, or hank story 
proper, and two stories of offices over. 
The hank floor is kept nearly level 
with the sidewalk. This was decided 
on after much deliberation on the 
advantages and disadvantages of the 
high and low basement styles of build­ 
ing in connection with hard-money 
banking. The bight of the principal 
story is twenty-two feet, and of the 
two upper stories sixteen feet, all in 
the clear. The ¡style of the building is 
Venctian-Italian, and the fronts on 
both streets are faced with cast-iron, 
all turned, planed, and accurately 
fitted. The cast-iron facing is only 
semi-structural in character, forming, 
for the most part, only the external 
finish of the massive brick walls 
behind the same, and is disconnected 
at every story, to equalize the shrink­ 
age of the masonry. The hanking 
room is forty-two feet wide and 
ninety-two feet deep. The principal 
entrance is on the corner, and there is 
a side entrance on Leidesdorff street.' 
The upper stories’ entrance is on 
California street, and is wholly 
detached from the bank premises by 
stout partitions of brick and iron. 
Spacious marble stairs lead to these 
upper stories, which are rehtcil for 
insurance, mining, and law offices. 
This portion of the building is 
handsomely finished in white ceder 
and walnut woods, and contains 
superior and convenient accommoda­ 
tions. The upper story floors are 
supported on large plate-iron girders, 
spanning the full width of the'build­ 
ing, which are carried on cast-iron 
standards or supports, built into and 
set flush with the inner face of the 
brick walls. These standards are in 
turn anchored to the bottom of the 
foundations; The heating and ven­ 
tilating of the banking-room is very 
successful, a continuous flow of fresh 
air being admitted, and an equal 
amount drawn on and ejected, chang­ 
ing tiie entire body of air in the room, 
us estimated, every two hours. The 
heating is by .indirect radiation— 
Baker, Smith & Co’s Hot water 
apparatus being used—and a uniformly 
low temperature is secured, not 
exceeding seventy degrees. There are 
six inlet ducts to the room for fresh 
and warmed air (of an aggregate 
capacity of four square feet) niul a 
corresponding number of outlets. 
The warm air is introduced to the room 
at a hight of fourteen feet above the 
floor, and the vitiated air is draWn oft’ 
through openings at the base of the 
wainscoating close to the floor. These 
air ducts are arranged in the base­ 
ment, and connect with the brick 
ejecting shaft ®r chimney, which has 
a capacity of four and one half square 
feet and a hight of eighty-three feet. 
The vaults of the bank number live in 
all—two vaults in the basement, for 
silver coin, and bullion, the coin 
vault and book vault on the main 
floor, and the record vault forming a 
second story over the last two. The 
burglar-proof coin vault is made on 
the monitor plan—a series of alternate 
plates of iron and hardened steel—and 
the front of same in connection with 
that of the book-vault, is finished 
with an ornamental .fucade in cas*- 
iron, thirty-five feet in length and 
fourteen feet in hight, highly decorat­ 
ed. The wholo work connected with 
the vaults has been executed in the 
most superior manner, and challenges 
the admiration of experts. The whole 
interior finish, furniture, and fittings of 
tire hank are in French and American 
walnut woods, all specially designed 
to suit the business of the institution, 
and embrace many novelties and im­ 
provements, both in style and in the 
way of conveniences for facilitating 
business. Tho President’s room, and 
Assistant Manager and Cashier’s 
rooms are on tho California-street 
front, near the main entrance, and are 
spacious and elegant ap-artifients. 
Wenzel’s patent pneumatic clock is 
Introduced, and exhibits the time on 


painted in fresco, and the whole air of 
the institution is that of solidity and 
elegant simplicty. If anyting was 
wanting to permanently fix the mone­ 
tary Center in California street the new 
London and San Francisco Bank has 
supplied it; and its position—one of 
the best on the street—is now and 
promises long to remain the very 
nucleus pf business. Tlje architect of 
this noble monument is David 
Farqiiharson.

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Th» M utual Provident Association. 


In April, 1871, the Attorney-General 
of the State commenced an action 
against the Mutual Provident Associ­ 
ation of San Francisco to compel it to 
wind up Us affairs or comply with the 
law regulating Life Insurance Com- 
# paules. 
The association was incor­ 
porated September 8, 1868, under the 
law of 1860, regulating religious and 
benevolent societies. 
The object of 
the association was similar to that of 
Mutual Aid Association of Los Ange­ 
les and a dozen others—to furnish 
pecuniary aid to the families or friends 
of deceased members. The case being 
brought into court the association de­ 
nied that it was doing a life insurance 
business in any respect, and hence 
was not liable underthe law regulating 
Life Insurance Companies. 
Judge 
Dwinelle on Monday last granted the 
prayer of the complainant, that the 
rights of the association, as a body 
corporate, be declared forfeited and 
the corporation dissolved. The Board 
of Directors of the association has 
taken an appeal to the Supreme Court 
and has sent a committee to Sacra­ 
mento to secure additional legislation. 
In rendering his decision 
Judge 
Dwinelle remarked 
that the vice, 
if any, is in the law; that it is a hard­ 
ship that individuals cannot form 
such an association without being 
liable to penalties, but that it is a 
matter beyond the control of courts, 
whose duty it is to enforce the laws as 
they are and not to base decisions on 
law as it should be. 
The decision will attract more than 
ordinary attention, from the fact that 
associations affected by it are scatter­ 
ed throughout the State and include 
in their membership some of the best 
and most prominent citizens of the 
State, including State officers and 
members of the State Legislature. 
Among the associations included in 
the class referred to we now call to 
mind: the Mutual Provident Associa­ 
tion of San Francisco, the Sonoma 
and Marin of Petaluma, the Mutual 
Belief of Petaluma, the'San Jose 
Association, the Odd Fellows Mutual 
Aid of San Francisco, the Mutual Re­ 
lief of San Diego, the Mutual Aid of 
Los Angeles, the Mutual Relief of 
Amador county, the Masonic Associ­ 
ation of San Francisco, the Red 
Men’s Association of San Francisco, 
the 
Ministers 
Association of the 
Methodist 
Episcopal 
Conference 
of California, and 
the Champions 
of the Red Cross. There are others, but 
their names do not now occur to us. 
These twelve associations number a 
membership of from twelve to fifteen 
thousand, and the reserve funds kept 
on hand as a guarantee of good faith 
on the part of the members amounts 
to over one hundred thousand dollars. 
There is no reason why a Judge of a 
District Court should, by a single 
sweep of the pen, wipeout of existence 
such vast interests that effect so many 
of our citizens. Judge Dwinelle’s de­ 
cision may be in accordance with law, 
but if so the law should be changed. 
A bill regulating mutual relief asso­ 
ciations has already passed the Senate 
and is before the Assembly. It will 
doubtless pass that body, as probably 
over three-fourths of the Assemblymen 
have held life insurance policies that 
have lapsed and they will doubtless 
foil to see that life insurance compa­ 
nies should be protected when the 
people are to be the losers instead of 
gainers thereby. 
The officers of the Mutual Aid Asso­ 
ciation of this city propose to continue 
their work as if nothing had happened, 
nd awuit the action of the Legislature 
and the Supreme*Court. 
The following just criticism from the 
San Francisco Daily Bulletin of the 
24th inst. reviews the case from such 
a candid and business-like standpoint 
that we are constrained to give it in 
full: 
“ The decision of Judge Dwinelle in 
this case, yesterday, will attract more 
than usual attention, from the large 
outside interests involved. The Mutual 
Provident Society is a benevolent as­ 
sociation and nothing more. It has 
no original capital, like a life insur­ 
ance company, no dividends, aud no 
stock. A number of persons associate 
for benevolent purposes, and not for 
profit. They pay a small fee for mem­ 
bership, and are subject to small as­ 
sessments when a member dies. No 
specific sum goes to the families of 
deceased 
members, 
only 
a small 
amount equal to one dollar in gold coin 
for each member in good standing. 
No policy of insurance issues, and 
there is nothing but this small benefit 
which goes to the family to give even 
a remote likeness to that of an insur­ 
ance company. 
“If the Mutual Benevolent Associa­ 
tion is an insurance company within 
the meaning of the statute, then it 
follows that the Odd Fellows’ societies 
are insurance companies, also, the 
Red Men, and all other benevolent 
associations which do, in any way, 
make provision either for a sick mem­ 
ber or for the burial of deceased mem­ 
bers, or for their families, if they hap­ 
pen to be in distress. Judge Dwinelle 
construes the law as he finds it. If his 
construction is right, then there ought 
not to be any such law on the statute- 
book. We have only to go a Btep fur­ 
ther, and it is a short one, to find that 
the family is an insurance company. 
It is an organization for mutual pro­ 
tection and support. The children are 
generally insuredagainstactual want, 
and are provided with instruction. 
The survivors also generally take the 


property. 
If a mutual provident so­ 
ciety must be fined for conferring ben­ 
efits on its members, at what time will 
the life insurance company raise a 
statutory objection against the family, 
because, being a mutual provident 
association, it is a sort of domestic 
insurance company? 
“ The Mutual Provident Company 
failed to file a certificate with the In­ 
surance Commissioner, with a copy of 
its act of incorporation, and a state­ 
ment of its capital stock, because it 
was not considered an insurance com­ 
pany, within the meaning of the act, 
and had no capital stock. For this 
failure action is brought and the soci­ 
ety is dissolved, with the additional 
penalty of $1,500 by way of fine. 
Would the Odd Fellows’ Association, 
under this ruling, be required to file a 
certificate and then become amenable 
to this statute? 
If there is a law 
which can be used to annul benevolent 
associations it ought to disappear from 
the statute book at once. 
Insurance 
companies have a well-defined capital 
stock, they issue policies which stipu­ 
late that on the happening of certain 
contingencies a specific sum will be 
paid. Another profit goes over to the 
holders of the capital stock. It is an 
association of capital for profit. The 
Mutual Provident Association is notan 
association of capital in any ordinary 
sense. It takes on none of the features 
of commercial or ordinary assurance. 
It is almost as far removed from that 
point as a church which looks after its 
sick members if they are poor, and 
buries them if they have no means, or 
the family which affords 
mutual 
protection and support to its mem­ 
bers. 
“ We cannot afford to cuf up all 
these benevolent societies by the roots 
because the life insurance companies 
want a broader margin for business. 
A law which keeps down bogus insur­ 
ance companies is a good one to that 
extent. But this can be done without 
impaling all the benevolent societies 
in the community. An association 
which does not hold out any of the es­ 
sential features of an insurance com­ 
pany; which has no capital and no 
resources other than the small contri­ 
butions of its members; which insures 
no lives, no goods, and nobody’s 
health, is not likely to deceive the 
people nor to do anything prejudicial 
to the interests of the community. 
It 
is an extraordinary application of law 
without justice which dissolves such a 
society and adds fine to forfeiture. 
The danger of such an application is 
far too great for any benefits which 
the law secures.” 


Orange County. 
The Chronicle's .Sacramento corres­ 
pondent, under date of March 23d, 
says: “ .Senator Bush this morning 
reported back the bill to erect the 
county of Orange out of a portion of 
Los Angeles, with a recommendation 
that it be referred to the Committee 
on Counties. Olden of Anaheim is 
hére to push the bill. Wiseman and 
Converse also advocate it. The dele­ 
gation is against it; and ex-Governor 
Downey, who happens to be here, says 
that the proposition is a number of 
years ahead of its proper time. Bush 
might have killed the bill some days 
ago, but desired not to have the ap­ 
pearance of throttling it during the 
absence of its friends. It will be exe­ 
cuted in open Senate in a few days. 
If Anaheim is really in earnest in this 
matter, she must learn, before the next 
session, to take steps to show her case 
to the Legislature in the proper light.” 


A l a r g e proportion of the $1,500 
nightly receipts at the California The­ 
atre during the present engagement of 
Mrs. Neilson comes out of the pockets 
of Oaklanders.—[Oakland paper.

Bloody Sequel to an Old Feud. 
• 
— 
A serious cutting scrape took place 
Monday morning, six or eight miles 
above the fcian Benito post-office. The 
particulars, so far as we have been able 
to collate them, are about as follows : 
John Magini and Vitale Rosetta, Ital­ 
ians and near neighbors, have been 
engaged in ranching and stock-raising 
on the San Benito for some years. A 
feud had existed between the parties 
for some time. The day previous to 
the difficulty the stage-driver had a 
letter for Magini, but passed his house 
neglecting to give it to him. He soon 
thereafter met Rosetta and requested 
him to deliver it, which Rosetta at first 
refused to do, alleging the bad feeling 
as a reason. H e finally accepted the 
letter, and meeting Magini, accom- 
E 
anied by a friend, near the latter’s 
ouse the next morning, he handed it 
to him. The parties were all on horse­ 
back. A dispute soon sprang up be­ 
tween Rosetta and Magini concerning 
the title of a piece of wood land which 
waxed fiercer and fiercer, until Ma­ 
gini jumped from his horse, clutched 
Rosetta and attempted to pull him off 
the animal he was riding. Rosetta 
got off on the opposite side when Ma­ 
gini ran around and caught him, 
threatening to beat him. 
Rosetta 
broke loose and warned his antagonist 
if he repeated the attack he would hurt 
him. 
Upon Magini advancing, Ro­ 
setta drew a knife, which the former 
clutched in his right hand. The lat­ 
ter in wrenching the weapon away 
drew it through Magini’s compressed 
fingers, lacerating them fearfully and 
producing a terrible wound. 
The 
bloody knife was again swept across 
Magini’s body, cutting into the hol­ 
low. The wounded man then ran into 
his house, which was but a few yards 
off, procured a gun and, as Rosetta al­ 
leges, shot at him four times as the 
latter was retreating, Rosetta surren­ 
dered himself to the proper authori­ 
ties. The case came up for heaVing on 
Wednesday before Justice Brown, of 
San Benito, and by the advice of his 
counsel, Judge May of Hollister, the 
accused waived an examination and 
was held in the. sum of $10,000, in de­ 
fault of which the prisoner was sent to 
the Salinas jail. Magini is not ex­ 
pected to live. Both men have hither­ 
to borne a good reputation for sobriety 
and peacefulness in the neighborhood 
in which they resided. 
Since the 
above was in type Dr. Rankin returned 
from a visit to the wounded man and 
reports his condition hopeful.—[Hol­ 
lister Enterprise, March 21st. 


President Grant and the Finances. 


A Time» Washington dispatch gives 
the President’s views on the present 
financial situation, as expressed in re­ 
cent conferences with leading Sena­ 
tors. The President firmly adheres to 
his previously expressed convictions, 
as recorded in his messages, that any 
unwise legislation, 
especially any­ 
thing at all tending to permaneut in­ 
flation, must run the gauntlet of his 
veto. Tn discussing the various pro­ 
jects of relief, the President has ex­ 
pressed his willingness to favor any 
measure which, while it may not be 
the best, shall nevertheless be the best 
attainable mensure which the con­ 
tending factions may be able to em­ 
body in a statute. He thinks that free 
banking, underthe restrictions of the 
present law, accompanied by central 
redemption, is the measure embody­ 
ing the most feasible means of relief, 
but he regards it as imperatively 
necessary that such an extension of 
banking facilities, with the possible 
increase of circulation, should be ac­ 
companied by provisions looking to an 
early redemption of United States 
notes in coin. 
Upon this the President 
refers with force and effect to the 
pledged faith of the Government to 
preserve and strengthen the public 
credit and to redeem its non-interest- 
bearing obligations at the earliest 
practicable day. This faith has been 
repeatedly pledged by different enact­ 
ments during the past six or seven 
years, and the President says that such 
purpose having had his official ap­ 
proval, and the support of his personal 
convictions as well, he cannot now dis­ 
regard it or permit it to be disregarded 
in any legislation which may be pre­ 
sented for his sanction. As a means of 
preparation for redemption, he would 
permanently fix the status of legal 
tender circulation, and prefers a m ini­ 
mum amount of $336,000,000, but re­ 
gards that as less important than such 
an adjustment of the revenues as 
would prepare the Treasury for re­ 
demption. He thinks there are taxes 
that could be 
relaxed, and others 
which in a comparatively brief time 
would enable the treasury to redeem 
United States notes in coin, whether 
the maximum issue was $300,000 or 
$400,000,000. He does not make any 
special suggestion on this point, be­ 
cause it is a m atter entirely within 
the purview of Congress, whose re­ 
sponsibility at this tim e is much 
greater than that of the Executive. 
As a means of strengthening the banks 
for the period of resumption, he would 
require them to retain and hold, as a 
part of their reserve, the gold interest 
on their bonds held to secure their 
notes. 
The President contemplated 
at one time the transmission of his 
views to Congress in a special message, 
and it is not impossible, should there 
be more delay in coming to a definite 
conclusion, that he may renew and 
execute such purpose. 


A Duel on the Beach. 


At 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon the 
lovely white beach on Monterey Bay 
had a narrow escape from running red 
with the crimson blood of two illustri­ 
ous citizens. It appears that on Thurs­ 
day night A. A. Van Guelder of this 
town and M. D. Isam of Felton had a 
political controversy which descended 
into personalities. *Van Guelder final­ 
ly demanded that satisfaction which 
one hightoned gentleman grants an­ 
other under such circumstances. 
A challenge to mortal combat was 
the result. Isam accepted the chal­ 
lenge and it was agreed that at 3 
o’clock on Friday the *wo principals 
should repair to the beach east of the 
powder wharf and there fight a duel. 
Revolvers were chosen as the weapons. 
Tom Barson acted as second for Isam, 
and “ Doby Joe” for Van Guelder. 
In the meantime the seconds got to­ 
gether and resolved to have some fun. 
They loaded the deadly weapons with 
blank cartridges. Precisely at 3 o’clock 
Van Guelder and Isam appeared on 
the scene. A large crowd who had 
been let into the secret went down to 
see the fun. The agreement was that 
the duelists should stand back to back 
then march five paces apart and face 
about and fire on tne word being given. 
The pistols were handed to the princi­ 
pals aud everything was arranged in 
the conventional manner. 
They 
stood 
back 
to 
back and 
marched the stipulated five paces. 
No one gave the command and the 
two men stood there awaiting the 
word. 
Van 
Guelder 
finally broke the 
dreadful silence by petulently ex­ 
claiming, “ Why don’t you give the 
word, I ’m getting im patient.” At this 
Isam preceptibly weakened, nervous­ 
ly walked away and declared that he 
would not fight. This ludicrous ter­ 
mination amused the spectators in­ 
tensely. The above is the account of 
an eye wieness. It was told in the 
presence of County Coroner Canney, 
whose countenance betrayed the cha­ 
grin he felt at losing-a chance to pre­ 
sent a bill to the county for services 
rendered.—[Santa Cruz Sentinel.

PATRONS OF HUSBANDRY 
Lost in a Snowstorm. 


Oil Sunday evening last our town 
wa« thrown into a state of the wildest 
excitement by the arrival of Ness Jan­ 
sen, on snow-shoes,with the mail from 
Cornucopia, who reported meeting 
Under Sheriff Ellis, homeward bound, 
as he went out fifteen days before, at a 
point two miles this side of Coryell’s 
(an abandoned station on the Cornu­ 
copia road), since which nothing has 
been heard of the missing man. 
At the time of the meeting referred 
to both men were on snow-shoes, and 
Ellis stated that he had two pair of 
f 
ood blankets, a heavy overcoat and 
wo days’ provisions, and, being thus 
provided, intended to make his way 
slowly and easily into town. On sep­ 
arating, which was at 1 o'clock p . m . 
by their watches, Jansen told Ellis 
that he had left several days’ provis­ 
ions at the “Adobe” (another deserted 
station 
on the same road, thirteen 
miles south of the former), which he 
might make use of. They then took 
their respective routes. 
Jansen reports that an hour and a 
half after they separated a heavy 
snowstorm set in and continued with 
slight 
intermission for forty-eight 
hours; himselt in the meantime hav­ 
ing reached the next station north, 
where he remained until the storm 
abated. Again pushing forward, Jan­ 
sen reached Taylor’s (fourteen miles) 
the next day, and on the following 
day, the 4th instant, arrived at Cornu- 
copa; remained there one day and 
started for Elko with the mail, arriv­ 
ing here on Sunday evening the 15th 
instant as stated. 
Mr. Ellis left here by stage some six 
weeks ago for the ¡jurpose of serving 
in his official capacity some legal pa­ 
pers in Cornucopia, and after dispos­ 
ing of his business there was prevented 
from returning by the heavy storms 
that prevailed all over the country 
about this time. As there had been 
no communication between the two 
places after the departure of the mail- 
carrier on the 28tn ult. until his re­ 
turn on the 15th instant no apprehen­ 
sions were felt for Ellis’ safety; no one 
for a moment suspected that he had 
left Cornucopia until the report by 
Jansen as stated. 
Preparations were 
at once made for a thorough search 
for the missing man, and early on the 
following morning a large party of our 
citizens, 
accompanied by Indians, 
amply provided with all the necessa­ 
ries for an extended exploration of the 
country, set out on their melancholy 
mission. Sheriff Bcott. J. B. FItcn 
and Dick Dorsey took the party, 
together with their supplies, snow- 
shoes, blankets, etc., in sleighs as far 
on the road as teams could be taken, 
where a transfer was made to the 
shoulders of the men, who packed t he 
supplies from thence to the “Adobe,” a 
distance of six miles, on snow-shoes— 
which place was to serve as a depot 
whence the party would proceed id 
different directions on their search. 
After three days of incessant toil a 
number of the party were forced to re­ 
turn in 
consequence of becoming 
blinded by the intense glare of the in­ 
terminable snow-fields, notwithstand­ 
ing every precaution was taken to 
prevent such a result. The balance of 
the party, including a yumber of In­ 
dians, are still continuing the search, 
but up to the time of going to press no 
traces of the missing man had been dis­ 
covered. 
Mr. Ellis being a prominent man in 
this community, widely known and 
universally esteemed, the fearful un­ 
certainty as to his fate lias cast a 
gloom over this entire section, and 
everything has been done that the 
kind hearts of sympathizing friends 
could suggest i i his behalf, and for the 
mitigation of the overwhelming grief 
of his family. The alacrity with which 
the call for men to engage in the 
search was responded to by our citi­ 
zens is conclusive evidence that what­ 
ever may be said of them morally, 
their sense of pure humanity is as 
keen and well developed as those of 
more highly favored regions. Sheriff 
Scott is untiring in his efforts and the 
Masonic order have offered a reward 
for the discovery of the unfortunate 
gentleman. A taint hope still lingers 
in the breasts of his friends and rela­ 
tives that he is still upon the borders 
of time, and that the hope is well 
founded is our heartfelt prayer.—[Elko 
Independent, March 21st.

Edward Hoff & Co. are going to 
open a new dry goods and clothing 
store in Hamilton's building, second 
door from the H e r a l d office. 
Our plaza is to lose its fine negligé 
and romantic appearance. The City 
Fathers have decided to put the chain 
gang to work there and renovate the 
place. Good idea. 
A .meeting of the Fire Company is 
called for to-night at half past seven, 
to discuss questions of importance to 
every memoer. It is therefore desira­ 
ble that there be a fall attendance. 
There were three drunks in town 
last night that we know of. One slept 
peacefully in the gutter on Main 
street, another reclined in luxurious 
•ase against a hitching post, and the 
third wended his serpentine way to 
the calaboose with a star of the even­ 
ing. 
The machinery and boilers of the 
large thirty-horse power engine to be 
used by Mr. Beaudry in his projected 
water works have arrived at tne depot. 
The works will be erected at the junc­ 
tion of Main and Alameda streets, and 
will supply a reservoir of a million 
g 
allons capacity at an elevation of two 
undred and forty feet above the level 
of Main Btreet. This is designed to 
furnish water for domestic and irrigat­ 
ing purposes on some three hundred 
lots lying upon the foot hills, and will 
thus place in market a large number 
of most desirable building Bites. Thus 
we chronicle another long stride to­ 
wards the future greatness of Los An­ 
geles.

Hest’nj of the Common Council. 


The Council met pursuant to ad­ 
journment yesterday afternoon at 3 
o’clock. Present, kfessrs. Workman, 
Beaudry, Dockweiler, Valdiz, Huber, 
Gerkens and Mascarel. Mr. Work­ 
man was called to the Chair as Presi­ 
dent pro tern. The minutes of lost 
meeting were read and approved. 
A communication was then present­ 
ed from the City Attorney, accompa­ 
nied by maps and documents, relating 
to the survey of city lands made by 
Henry Hancock in September, 1858. 
On motion, the communication was 
received. 
A communication from the Zanjero 
was then read, stating that he had ap- 
g 
jiuted Felis Gallardo as his deputy. 
n motion, the communication was 
received and appointment confirmed; 
vote being taken by ayes and noes. 
A report was then received from the 
City Surveyor relative to the examin­ 
ation of canal and reservoir ditch or­ 
dered by the Council, recommending 
that the cleaning of ditch be deferred 
until the grass and weeds are fully 
grown, when one cleaning will answer 
the whole purpose. Report accepted. 
Report of tne City Surveyor was 
presented, stating that 792 feet of sew­ 
erage had been completed, and recom­ 
mending that the work be contined. 
Mr. Beaudry moved that the Commit­ 
tee on sewers be instructed to ascer­ 
tain the number of feet necessary to 
be constructed and advertise for bids 
on same. Motion carried. 
Report of committee on license of 
traveling salesmen was then received. 
The committee reccomended that a 
tax of fifteen dollars per month be im­ 
posed on all parties selling goods in 
this manner, by sample or otherwise. 
On motion the report was received 
and adopted. It was moved by Mr. 
Beaudry that the City Attorney act in 
conjunction with the Finance Com­ 
mittee in 
drafting 
an 
ordinance 
meeting requirements. 
Motion car­ 
ried. 
A communication from Mrs. Mary 
Cary was read requesting that correc­ 
tion be made in deed from the city, an 
error having been made in spelling 
the name. Moved and seconded that 
the request be gitonted. Motion car­ 
ried. 
A minority report from the Com­ 
mittee 
on Police was read, recom­ 
ending that the m atter of appoint­ 
ing special policemen be left entirely 
to the Mayor and merchants, as it is 
not deemed advisable for the city to 
bear any portion of the expense. 
This report was signed only by Mr. 
Dockweiler, one of the other members 
of the committee being sick and the 
other absent from the meeting. 
On motion, the report was received 
and adopted. 
Petition of Geoifce Lehman was pre­ 
sented, praying for removal of hay 
scales from the comer of Fifth and 
Fort streets, and placing at the corner 
of Bixth and Spring. 
Petition referred to the Board of 
Public Works. 
The following bills were then pre­ 
sented: Sheriff; for services, $135 85; 
Knowles A Co., for painting, $10; Jno. 
G. Scott, care of town clock, $10; R. 
Bills, hauling engine to fire, $7; Good­ 
man & Co.,ihorse-shoeing, $7 50; Page 
A Gravel, blacksmith work, $22 75; 
Perry, Woodworth A Co., for lumber, 
$24 53; Geo. P. McLain, for keeping 
city horses, $10; John Mayer, for 
building 830 feet of sewer, $ 196; M. 
Teed, for post and signs, $9 25; Harper 
A Dalton, lor Unplemehts, $19 25; Star 
printing office, for printing and adver­ 
tising, $40. 
The bills were upon motion referred 
to the Finance Committee. 
Mr. Dockweiler moved that the pre­ 
vious action taken relating to purchase 
or horses for fire engine De reconsidered, 
after whioh some debate followed and 
the question being put to the house 
the vote was a tie. The motion was 
carried, however, by the deciding 
vote of the President. Mr. Beaudry 
moved that the purchase of horses be 
dispensed with entirely for the pres­ 
ent, the amount of money in the 
treasury not being sufficient to justify 
the expenditure. Here again the vote 
stood ir tie, and was decided affirm­ 
atively by the President voting aye. 
Mr. Huber stated that there is not 
sufficient work in the office of the 
City Surveyor to require the aid of an 
assistant and suggested that the man 
now filling that position be discharged. 
Here followed quite a spirited debate, 
und many explanativee concerning the 


work done in the office of the City 
Surveyor. 
Mr. Dookweiler stated that the City 
Surveyor with his assistant is now en­ 
gaged in the preparation of a book of 
plats of the city for use in making 
assessments of property; that this 
book of plats will be invaluable to the 
city, and it is highly important that 
the work should be continued and for 
this purpose the Surveyor’s assistant 
retained. Others doubted the value of 
the book of plats, aud some thought 
that they would be claimed by the 
Surveyor as his own private property 
at the expiration of his term of office. 
The debate was finally ended by Mr. 
Beaudry moving, as an amendment to 
the proposition that the City Survey­ 
or be requested to produce his book of 
plats before the Council, giving ex- 
S 
lanations and answering all ques- 
ons propounded to him by the Board. 
Mr. Beaudry’s amendment was put to 
the house and carried; vote being 
taken by ayes and noes. The motion 
of Mr. Huber was then dismissed 
without further action. 
The President called the attention of 
the Council to a small bridge needed 
ou the thoroughfare leading to I.os 
Nietos. Referred to Board of I ublic 
Works. 
Mr. Beaudry stated that some time 
since several delinquent bills were 
placed in the hands of the City A ttor­ 
ney for collection 
He called for a 
statement in regard to the matter. 
The City Attorney, who was pres­ 
ent, stated to the Council that the 
business had been properly attended 
to and some of the amounts collected 
and turned into the treasury. 
Moved bv Mr. Gerkens that the 
captain of the chain-gang proceed with 
his force to renovate the plaza and put 
it in respectable condition prior to the 
coming celebration by our Spanish 
citizens. Motion carried. 
An additional bill of Perry, Wood­ 
ward A Co. for lumber amounting to 
$82 25 was presented and referred with 
the others. 
The Council then adjourned.

E d it o r H e r a l d : Thinking that 
some of the many readers of your val­ 
uable paper would like a line from this 
land of maize and pumpkins, I will 
intrude a short note into yourcolumns. 
Everybody is plowing, planting vines, 
trees, shrubbery, corn and garden veg­ 
etables. All are expecting a rich har­ 
vest this year, after the copious rains 
which we have had during the past 
W inter. 
From present indications 
there will be a greater breadth of land 
in cultivation this year than ever be­ 
fore in this valley; in fact all kinds of 
business has a much more healthy ap­ 
pearance. People are going to work 
in earnest, and will do more this season 
to build up and make this valley 
home-like than ever before. We no­ 
tice that the crowds that used to assem­ 
ble daily about the saloons and street 
corners are growing beautifully less; 
they are now behind the plow or har­ 
row. There is a bright future for Gal­ 
latin yet, when the land-owners realize 
the fact that all the land in the valley 
is not included in the Gallatin town 
Clot and is not worth any more to 
uild on than for farming purposes. 
Our merchants are doing a great deal 
of business and our mechanics are 
kept busy all the time. The only 
place that is destitute of business is 
the justice’s office, which we m ust ad­ 
mit is not a good sign of prosperity, 
though it may be a sign of peace and 
good will. No politics talked on the 
streets here, as of other days. Once 
in a while a passing curse at Asa Ellis 
tor going to Sacramento city after 
county bonds to keep the San Gabriel 
river in its channel. The present Leg­ 
islature has declared that all of the 
waters of this State are the property 
of the State; if so, the State should be 
forced to take care of its property, aud 
not allow it to be running loose over 
the country to the damage of our peo­ 
ple.

Value of River Navigation. 


The Louisville Courier-Journal is 
advocating in the interest of cheap 
transportation an appropriation by the 
United States Government for the im­ 
provement of the navigation of the 
Ohio river. It makes the somewhat 
astounding statement that the total 
commerce of the Ohio river for the 
years 1872 and 1873 is valued at $716,­ 
000,000, while the total foreign imports 
of the country for the same years was 
but $083,000,000.

bushels of coai are annually received 
at the single port of Cincinnati by 
river transports. And yet the river is 
closed by \cé fohf months in the year.

Pioche Mines. 


W e are indebted to the Pioche 
Record for the subjoined mining intel­ 
ligence: Tlie prospects of the late 
strike in the Portland mine being per­ 
manent, are becoming more and more 
cheering, and if things continue as 
they are now it will soon be producing 
a large amount of bullion. The opera­ 
tions in the Portland are going on 
quietly and steadily, making prepara­ 
tions to open out the rich lead of which 
it is the fortunate possessor. On the 
200-foot level drifting is going on 
easterly, ami on the leilgc, wliichlooks 
excellent. On the 300-foot level they 
are drifting for the ledge and expect 
to strike it in a few days. Operations 
in the American Flag mine ure being 
pushed forward w ith much activity. 
In the west level, ninety feet from the 
main shaft, good ore is shown in the 
bottom of the dirt. The stope in the 
east drift is looking e tremely well, 
the ore being three feet in width. 
The winze below the left level is still 
in good ore. 
Some beautiful speci­ 
mens of native leaf silver are being 
found which attract much attention. 
Some of the ore taken out is also exceed­ 
ingly rich. 
The mine generally is 
looking well. The Chief of the Hill 
Company ship to-day seven bars of 
bullion of the value of $8,311 90, the 
product of ninety-four tons of ore 
worked at the Amador mill, being 
seventy-four per cent of the pulp assay. 
This speaks well for the mill as well 
as the mine. In the mine operations 
arc being carried on actively. A force 
of twenty-two men are employed 
drifting, and unless appearances fail 
are in the close vicinity of a consider- 
ble body of good ore. 


Los Nietos Correspondence. 


Los N i e t o s , March 24th. 
E d i t o r H e r a l d : Since our last, 
12th inst., the shipments from Los 
Nietos depot are as follows: 5,547 sacks 
corn, 5 sacks castor beans, 2 bales wool 
and 34 cases eggs to San Francisco.

We um lerstandthat not less than nine 
went in on three chickens, and the 
showman had no chickens either the 
next morning—something wrong.

None will feet poorer for be­ 
longing to it, while m any will bless the day 
that their father, m other, husband, or brother 
Joined it.

Liberty Hill. 


A. J. Doolittle, of Liberty Hill, fur­ 
nishes the Nevada Transcript with the 
appended Information: 
Snow is five feet deep, and every­ 
thing is frozen up, so that mining can­ 
not be carried on profitably, on account 
of not being able to save the gold and 
quicksilver. It is not generally known 
that undercurrents pay about as much 
again in Winter as in Summer, because 
of the escape of the line gold and 
quicksilver, in consequence of the cold. 
The company which Mr. Doolittle rep­ 
resents is the only one now running at 
that place. 
The ground adjoining 
their’s is owned by the Little York 
Gold Washing and Water Company, 
who are English capitalists. At Little 
Bear Valley, at the head of the ditch 
belonging to this company, nine miles 
above Liberty Hill, the snow is ten 
feet deep, and on the ridges to the 
right or left it is fourteen feet deep, 
with three feet of ice at the bottom. 
Mr. Doolittle thinks it will test at 
least until July: while last year most 
of the snow fell in February, and on 
account of its light character was all 
melted in thirty days thereafter. Mr. 
Doolittle predicts a prosperous season 
and a great demand for labor.
